3. A PW released from a camp near Voronezh is late July 1947 states 
that at that time approximately 8,090 Germans were still detained 
there. Workshops in this area had been repaired aid were producing 
aircraft parts and diesel engines; judging from the size of the 
latter, source believes they were to be used in ships. The engines 
were shipped by rail to Belopolye. PWs often accoEpanled those 
shipments to help in unloading them.
